Beware of 
The Danger 
Of Candles 


The increasing practice of 
making candles i.n the home 
has prompted a warning 
from Fire Chief Charles 
Brown. 

“We have had several 
cases of home fires started 
by improper heating of wax 
for candles,” said the Chief. 
“Also, thei'e is the imminent 
danger that someone may 
be badly burned by splat¬ 
tering -wax should ignition 
occur.” 

Some wax used in the 
making of home candles ig¬ 
nites easily, a,nd extreme 
care mu.st be taken while 
melting. Use only a double 
boiler pan, that is, th,e pan 
contain In-g the wax is placed 
in a .pan of boiling water. 

Never leave the melting 
wax unattended. 

Keep a heavy lid and 
large hot pads handy. Bet¬ 
ter yet, have insulated 
gloves, like those used while 
barbecuing, available. 

If fire breaks out, do not 
use wmter as this will splat-

Hymns Were I.atin 

By its very character, a 
carol brings “Glad tidin.gs of 
great joy” or, to put it m.ore 
simply, “Good news.” The 
French carols know.r, as “No¬ 
els" exnre.ss this with the 
use of the word “Noel” or 
‘‘Nowell” as a refrain — and 
“Nowell” means “.news.” 

Scholar’s Latin was the 
language of the first Christ¬ 
mas hymns, the forerunners 
of pre.sent day carols. 

T>’pical of those ancient 
hymns is a leaf from an il¬ 
luminated manuscript, now 
in the Library of The Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art, Now 
York City. 

The leaf features a drama¬ 
tic initial letter, illu.strating 
ihe Nati\ity .scene and “il¬ 
luminated” by touches of 
gold. It’s the work of an un¬ 
known loth-ce.ntury Italian 
artist. 

The hymns celebrates the 
birth of Christ, Son of God 
and Saviour of Man. Its 
source is a.n Antiphonary, or 
collection of antiphons — 
songs to bo sung in response 
or in alternate parts. 

Tliough the Latin words 
may look complicated to an 
.nonscholarly eye, the music 
is simplicity it.self — notes 
for a basic melody. 

Simple as it Is, this hymn 
comes from an era which 
saw the beginning of great¬ 
er complexity in music. To¬ 
ward- the end of the 15tlc 
centur.v', church music be¬ 
came n-ot only a religions i.n- 
.spiration but a moving force 
in musical development. 

Rhythms became more 
complex, and counterpoint 
began to evolve. 

Changes took place; in the 
language of Christma.s sang, 
too, for Latin was no longer 
■a language ,understood by 
all. 

The solution? “Macaronic” 
carol.s, which may suggest 
something to eat — but 
“macaro.ni” adds a “c” to be¬ 
come ’’macaronic” and gain 
a new meaning — “in two 
languages.” 

Macaronic carols combined 
Latin with a language that 
the comman people -un-der- 
.stood. 

Dancing with Joy 

A Christma.s carol might 
also be a Christmas dance. 

Origin of the word “carol” 
itself seems to trace back to 
the French word-, “caroler” 
meaning to dance, a ,n d 
carols of yesteryear may 
have been sun-g by carolers 
da.nclng in a circle. 

Full of rejoicing, the carols 
we sing today literally dance 
with holiday merriment.
